The Advantage oi a Second Koad to 
Esquimau Harbor. 
When we havo a dock commonood 
at Esquimau wo shall probably havo 
the old plan for Railway coinmunica,, 
tioo betwoon tho harbor and docks 
and the city of 'Victoria resuecittitod, 
or eome modification or improvement, 
upon it suggested; no doubt it would 
be most beneficial to Viotoria under 
tho improved condition that is cxpoct- 
«d to result from tho building of docks 
to have such communication ; but this 
must bo left for private enterprise to 
carry out: it is not bo however with 
tho ordinary communication by road; 
the roads and bridges must bo kept 
•op by publio money, it is absolutely 
necessary that ttiero should at ali 
timeB be safe and direct communica> 
tion botwoen the fleet and tho soat of 
Government in tho Colony. So long 
as the bridgos on tho EsquimaU road 
aro kopt in good repair, no better or 
moro direct road than that now in ox- 
istenoe can bo doomed a necessity. 
Bat wo will suppoao a considerable 
inoreoao of traffio in consequence of 
tbo docks being constructed, and tho 
occurrence of an accident which 
should render tho bridgo ovor tho Vic- 
toria arm useless and impassable, oven 
for a fow days 5 what an immense 
amount of inconvenionco would bo oe* 
casioned, land communication would 
be practically cut off between tho two 
placeB ; the lessoo of Iho JohnBon stroot 
ferry might perhaps reap a good 
harvest, bnt tbo public would bo ter- 
ribly inoonveuiencod. So soon as this 
happened it would bo discovered that 
with a good bridgo over the gorgo,and 
an improvement of existing road?, 
with the construction of no very for., 
midablo lengths of new roads, a socond 
means of communication might bo es- 
tablished between Viotoria and Esqui- 
mau ; if tho accident occurred in tho 
oummor, no doubt tho second route 
could be made available in two days, 
but it would bo otherwiso in tbo win- 
tor. "Wo would ask the Chief Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works to turn his 
attention to this subject j no vested 
interests would be interfered with in 
any wuy by tho establishment of this 
tecond road, for tho difference in its 
length would prevent its being used 
axcept on omorgoncy, and pending 
repairs to either ot tho existing 
bridges. It would bo far moro 
•eoncmioal to construct a bridgo 
and roads leisurely and when tboy arc 
not required for immediate uso, than 
to make thorn in a hurry, and wo aro 
not supposing anunlikoly occurrence 
•when we alludo to tho possibility of 
the temporary closing of either of the 
present bridgos ; it is not likely that 
they can escape accident always, and 
when we hear of their present riekotty 
state, wo cannot but expect an abrupt 
stoppage in the communication some 
day. It is always bettor to bo pre- 
pared for acoidents than to havo to 
look about it in a hurry for a tempor- 
ary remedy. In addition to tho con- 
venience that the route which wo 
suggest would afford in case of stop- 
page in tho communication botwoon 
Victoria and Esquimalt, it would open 
np a shortor and bottor road than tho 
present to Mctobosin, Craigflowor and 
all the farms in that direction, as wo 11 
as shortening tho wagon road to Gold- 
stream by nearly a milo, this thcro is 
room to hope will bo a matter oi con- 
sequence if tho oxpootationa of tho 
Wolf Creek explorers aro roalized to 
any extent ; bo this as it may, it is 
undeniable that a good road in the 
direction wo havo suggested, would bo 
a very great public bonofit. It is not 
improbablo that tho Admiral, who has 
always Bhown a readinosa to give 
praotical assistance to tho Colony 
•whore it has boon in his powor to do 
so, might very probably allow some of 
the blue-jackets to bo employed upon; 
this road, which would certainly bo a 
oonvenionoB to tho Navy ; labor is;

for some time to como ; wore it other- 
wise, and should it so happen that

PROROGATION OV PARLIAMENT — CI.OPK OF THE 
THIRD BK5S10H OT TOE NINETEENTH LEUIB- 
LATUKE— SCENE IN THE HOUSE OF LORDS. 

[From the London Hows, August 

The third eePBion of the nineteenth^ Par> 
liamout, and virtually Iho Parliament itself, 
was brought to an end yesterday by royal 
commission. There were all tha|usual acces- 
sories of a dissolution, and members looked 
and epoke on d moved about us though they 
were assisting; at a luneral caromonyi Many 
o( those, perhnps felt that tho place which 
then know tlnm might know Iheni no moro ; 
for tho approaching general election promises 
to be the most fiercely contested sinco that 
of 1841, and even Mr Spaakar is Ithraatoned 
with an opposition in North Notts, 

Tho rijjln honorable gcntloman took the 
ohuir about half-past ono, and at onoe the 
questions commenced. Lord Stanley assur- 
ed Mr Otwuy thnt ihe Foreign Office had no 
information ol a projected oflensivo and 
defensive alliance between Franco, Belgium 
and Holland, Mr Alderman Lawrence was 
told by Sir Michael Hicks Beach that tho 
!,'ovotnmout had prepared a measure provid» 
iug for tho assessment of siDgle parishes in 
the metropolis on a fair and equal basis. Mr 
Darby Griffith was anxious to know wheth- 
er in tho event of any unforeseen conting- 
ency tho pension of Lord Napior of Magdala 
would be continued to Lady Napier ; but 
the Premier eonld not promise that the 
subject slionld be reopened. Theo Mr Rear- 
deu catalogued Iho woes of Mr G F Train, 
now a prisoner for debt in the Marsbalsea, 
and was reminded by Lord Mayo that tho 
executive had no power to interfere with 
courts rf justice. The same honorablo 
member next proceeded to move for leave to 
bring in a bill to amend the act of union 
between Great Britain and Ireland. lie was 
proceeding lo argue for a separate nationality 
for Ireland when tho door-keeper shouted, 
"liluck Rod 1" the door was slammed in thai 
functionary's face and tho member ior Atbo 
lone dropped into his seat, having had Ihe 
last word in the House ot Commons elected 
under the franchises granted by the aot of 
1832. 

Three mysterious taps wore heard, and as 
the silent M. P.s within listened, the soands 
seemed to fall upon the ears as the death 
knell of the Parliament. The attendance of 
Mr Speaker and the House was commanded 
in rhe House of Peers and thither the right 
honorable gentleman proceeded, attended 
by the Premier, Lord Stanley, Mr Hardy, 
Lord John Manners and a few other mem- 
bers, the whole scene forming a strange con- 
trast to that impetuous rush to Ihe bar which 
characterised the opening of the first sosaion 
ol the dying Parliament. The royal asjent 
having been given by commission to a num- 
ber ot billB, tho Queen's me age proroguing 
Parliament with a view to its speedy dissolu 
tion was read in a clear and itnpresaivo voioe 
by tho Lord Chancellor. The Speaker bowed 
to the Lords Commissioners, and retired. 

In the Houso of Lords the attendance of 
members ot the House of Commons was un- 
usually numerous. On the right hand of 
the Speaker stood the Prime Minister, and 
on his lei the Minister for war, Lord Stanley 
Lord J Manners and Mr Hardy ; Mr Ad- 
derley and Lord Naas occupied tbo next row, 
and tho remaining spice behind the bar was 
densely filled with members. 

the cjueen's speech. 

Tho royal assent having been givem to 
several bills above enumerated, the Lord 
Chuncellor proceeded to read Hor Majesty's 
speech. 

Mv Lords and Gentlemen : — lam happy 
to be enabled to releaso you Irotn your labors 
and to offer you my acknowledgments for the 
diligence with which you have applied your- 
selves to your Parliamentary duties. 

My relations with foreign Powers remnin 
friendly and satisfactory. I have no reason 
to nppreliend that Europe will be exposed 
lo tho calamity of war, and my policy will 
continue to ba directed to secure the bles- 
sings of peace. 

I announced to you at the beginning of 
this session, that I had directed an expedi- 
tion to bo sont to Abysdinia to liberato my 
envoy and others of my subjects detained by 
ihe ruler of that country in an unjust cap- 
tivity. 

I feel suro that you will share in my satis- 
faction at the complete success which has 
attended that expedition. After a march of 
lour hundred miles through a difficult and 
unexplored coontry, my troops took tbestroag 
place of Mngdula, freed tho captives and 
vindicated the honor of my crown ; and by 
their immediate return, without ono aot of 
oppression or needless violence, proved that 
the expedition bad been undertaken only in 
obedience to tho claims of humanity and in 
fulfilment of the highest duties of my 
sovereignty. 

Tho cessation of the kng-continued efforts 
to promoto rebellion in Ireland has for some 
timo rendered unnecessary the exercise of 
iho executivo of exceptional powers, I re- 
joice to learn that no poison is now detained 
under tho provisions of the act for the sus- 
pension of iho habeas corpus, arid that no 
prisoner awaits trial in Ireland for an oflenco 
connected with the Fenian conspiracy. 

Gentlemen of the Hodse of Commons — 
I huvo to thank you (or the liberal supplies 
which you havo voted for the publio Borvice. 

My Lords and Gentlemen— 1 havo had 
much Hatialaction in giving my assent to a 
series of measures comploting tho great work 
of tbo amendmont of the representation of the 
people in Parliament, which has engagod 
your attention for two sessions. 

I have seen with satisfaction that the time 
necessarily occupied by this comprehensive 
subject has not prevented you dealing with 
other questions of great public interest, and 
1 have gladly given my sanction to bills for 
better government of public schools, tho 
regulation of railways, tho amendment of tho 
laws relating to British son fisherios, and for 
Ihe'aoqaisitlo.n and maintenance of oleotrio 
telegraphs by the Postmaster General ; and 
to several important moesures hoviDg for 
ihfjir object the improvement of the law, and 
of the civil and criminal procedures in Scot- 
hind. 

Jiy tho appointment of a Comptroller-in- 
Chief la the War Office a considerable re- 
form Id army administration has been oom- 
nii-'ueed, which, by combining at homo and 
ubroud tho various departments of military 
supply under ono authority, will oonduco to 
greater economy and ofi'ioioncy botti in peace 
and war. 

It is my intention to dissolve the present 
Parliament at tbo earliest day that will 
enable my people to reap tho benefit of the 
extended syatora of representation which the

The Telegraph says it is unusually well 
written. 

The London News says that the Queen is 
made to talk Disraeliism, and discovers some- 
thing unconstitutional in the allusion to tho 
Irish Church question, The people have not 
to decide, as it is made to say, whether civil 
aud religious freedom shall remain unim- 
paired. The question is, shall tho past rronu- 
ments and vestiges of tbo civil inferiority of 
the Irish nation, and of tbo ecclesini tioal 
ascendency of a scanty minoiity, be swept 
uway, aud civil and religious freedom receivo 
its lull development in Ireland? 

Tho London Htrald leels assured that tho 
people will respond lo the royal aspiration 
and signify their will that thoso institution* 
which are the guarantees ot our civil and 
religious liberty shall be maintained unim- 
paired and not sacrificed for the gratification 
of party interests and individual ambition. 

The London limes remarks that the con- 
gratulatory reference to Ireland oan only be 
satisfactory as the prelude to a resolute at- 
tempt to root out tho cause of Irish discon- 
tent. In the paragraph alluding to tho Irish 
Church the Tune* discovers an attempt to 
denote tbo way in which the new electors 
should use their power; but Mr Disraeli's 
phrases can exercise no greater influence be- 
cause he has embodied them in a royal 
message.

THE CONTINENT. 

The Florenco correspondent of the Paris 
Delate writes that overyono in Italy believes- 
a war botwoen Italy, Franco and Prussia is 
near at hand. 

Tho Paris Opinione, a very moderate or- 
gan, says ibat diplomatists alono have the 
hardihood to deny the hostility of the military 
powers named above. 

Tho North German Gazette remarks that 
the interpellation of General Delia Marrnoia 
in iho Italian Chamber was not intended ns 
a defenco ot the honor ol the Italian army, 
but as an act of hostility against Prussia — 
an act dictated by personal aud political mo- 
lives of the most obvicus kind. 

Tho Merlin Correspondence has also a very 
bitter article on General Delia Marmora, 
whioh winds up by remarking that tbo pro- 
duction of the Prussian note aftor two years 
of secrecy will not briog him a whit nearer 
to victory. 

The official Gazette of Berlin, of July 31, 
referring to General Delia Marmora's speeob 
upon the Prussian report of tho campaign of 
18GG, says that Count Usedom's note to Gen 
Delia Marmora was neither authorized nor 
approved by the Berlin Cabinet, Tho Gazelle 
adds that tbo text of that nolo can conse- 
quently aQord no safe basis for inferences as 
to the political intentions of tho Prussian 
Government.

DELAYED DISPATCH ES. 

Eastern States* 

Washington, Aiitr 29 —A delegation from 
Tenoesse visited ibo. President to-.duy upon 
Tennessee matters. The President referred 
the defecation to tbo recent orders as the 
limit' of Executive powor in the matter but 
assured them that every means authorized by 
the Conslituiion and laws would bo useii to 
secure freedom from ballot in Tennessee and 
other Southern States, without interference 
of Federal or Siato troops. The President 
took the ground that the Constitution forbids 
any State koeping a atandiog army of puid 
soldiers, that militia duty is incumbent 
upon every ciiizan who can only be exempt- 
ed by payment of One or providing a wubmi. 
tute, that the inillilia is an organized force 
subjoct to be called on at ony morneni, from 
which a citizen cannot escape, t ut a standing 
army of paid troops in any Stato is ropu- 
oant to the Constitution. Every Constitu- 
tional power of tho Executive will bo used 
to provent the organization, of . standing 
armied of paid troops in any State, unless 
called for and controlled by Federal author" 



It is stated here that a movement has 
boen commenced to unito tho United 
States, England and Russia in a grand 
expedition to solve the problem of the 
North Pole and Northwest Passage and 
endeavor to reach it. 

New York, Aug. 31 — At the session 
of tho Fenian ConTention on Sunday, 
President Savage delivored an address 
urging tho members to vote for those 
Democrats or Republicans in the coming 
campaign who are favorable to the Feuian 
causo. Ho then insisted upon resigning 
and his resignation was accepted. 

Subsequently a union of the two wings 
was effected and they met as one body 
and tho now constitution was adopted. 
Their session lusted till 1 o'clock this 
morning.
